PREDATOR COLLEGE 

Minnesota bans Globe University for fraud 


G lobe CoUegje founder FrankMaron 
understood that education didn’t 
serve students if it didn’t help 
them get a job. Maron sired Globe 
College in 1885 as a business school where 
students enrolled and breadwinners gradu¬ 
ated. The fact that Globe would operate 
as a for-profit institution only sweetened 
the deal. 

Terry Myhre eventually bought the busi¬ 
ness in1972. He renamed it Globe University. 
Myhre knew what he was doing. Changes 
in federal law permitted for-profit schools 
to access government student loan money, 
Pell Grants, and GI bill benefits. 

It wasn’t long before Globe was swim¬ 
ming in that cash. Between 2011 and 2012, 
according to the US. Department of Edu¬ 
cation, the company took in about $170 
million in federal student aid. 

The glory days were on. The Woodbury- 
headquartered company expanded with 
new campuses across Minnesota and into 


South Dakota and Wisconsin. At its peak, 
it enrolled more than 10,000 students at 
nearly two dozen locations. 

But it wasn’t just taxpayers subsidizing 
Globe’s mini-empire. In2010,96 percent of 
its students took out loans. They enrolled in 
two-year programs that cost about double the 
price of similar ones at community colleges. 

According to the Minnesota Office of 
Higher Education, Globe graduates left with 
an average debt load around $45,000. Almost 
20 percent were defaulting on their loans. 

The nation finally caught on to Globe’s — 
and the entire for-profit college industry’s 
— unsavory business model four years ago. 
A damning report from Sen. Tom Harkin 
(D-Iowa) showed federal taxpayers were 
investing $32 billion annually. Half of those 
who enrolled dropped out. Students who 
did graduate soon realized their degrees 
were often worthless. 

The report’s conclusion: The only ones 
benefiting from the investment were

schools like Globe. 

The beginning of the educator’s end 
inched closer last week. Hennepin County 
Judge James Moore ruled that Globe, along 
with the Myhre-owned Minnesota School 
of Business, committed fraud in marketing 
and recruitingfor their now-closed criminal 
justice program. The decision spurred the 
state’s higher education office last Thursday 
to pull the schools’ authorization to operate. 

Minnesota law bans private schools if 


they’re found guilty of fraud. 

Save for a court injunction stopping the 
revocation, 1,700 current Minnesota Globe 
students will likely have a year to figure out 
where to turn. 

What’s next for Globe as a company is 
uncertain. Spokesperson Michelle Knoll 
says it has received no formal communica¬ 
tion from state officials. 

‘We will continue to explore all options,” 
she says, -copy zurowski

The Fijc Isnt In 

The DFL’s Donald Trump lawsuit was an un-Minnesotan embarrassment 


I t looked like the most damaging tweet of 
Donald Trump’s campaign that wasn’t 
typed by the stubby digits of the ill- 
coiffed candidate himself 
On August 24, blogger and political paper¬ 
work geek Michael Brodkorb glanced at 
sample ballots presented by the Minnesota 
Secretary of State’s office, and noticed some¬ 
thing amiss. The Republicans weren’t on it. 

Brodkorb, a former Republican senior 
staffer, figured out that the party had picked 
the 10 ‘"electors” who would cast Minnesota’s 
Electoral College votes if Trump wins the 
state. But they hadn’t submitted the names 
of 10 alternate electors. With that piece 
still missing, the Secretary of State’s office 
couldn’t put Trump on the ballot. 

The GOP slapped a Band-Aid on its self- 
inflicted wound, holding a hasty meeting 
to pick its alternates. That fell short of the 
letter of the law, which specifies such deci¬ 
sions can only be made at a “convention.” 
Republicans had basically whiffed on a pitch 
in a dull game of insider baseball. 

It was a small moment of ineptitude. But 
it’s nothing compared to the chickenshit 
move Democrats pulled in response. 

Last Thursday, DEL Party chairman Ken 
Martin filed suit to block the Trump/Mike 
Pence ticket from appearing on Minnesota 
ballots, saying the party had failed to fulfill 
its legal obligations. 

On Monday, the Supreme Court meted 
out swift justice, deciding that he’d waited 
too long and left too little time for a legal 
remedy. 

At the time of his filing, Martin said the 
GOP had made “clear errors” in trying 
to shove their men back onto the ballot. 
He was right. But Democrats tried to win 
an election on a technicality, getting the 


other team thrown off the field for a minor 
bureaucratic screw-up. 

The whole thingfelt decidedly un-Minne¬ 
sotan, this calculated push to disenfranchise 
millions of people in a state that prides itself 
on its highest-in-the-nation voter turnout. 

It’s the sort of thing you might expect 
from... well, from Republicans. 

For more than a decade. Democrats 
have howled about GOP efforts to suppress 
the vote. That fight reared its ugly head in

American politics 
at its sleaziest. 

Minnesota in 2012, when the Republican 
Legislature tried passing a constitutional 
amendment to require voter IDs. Such laws 
are known to repress the vote of minorities 
and students — not to mention seniors and 
veterans who vote by mail. It’s done under 
the guise of fighting voter fraud, a crime 
that pretty much doesn’t exist. 

Democrats were furious: The amend¬ 
ment was an obvious attempt to “take away 
rights from people.” 

Who uttered that high-minded sentiment? 
Some guy named Ken Martin. 

Lawyeringyour way to victory is Ameri¬ 
can politics at its sleaziest. It’s the kind of 
thingthat turns people offvoting altogether. 


But hey, at least the Republicans are usually 
honest about what the/re up to. The DFL’s 
play against Trump reeks of h3q)ocrisy. 

It also stunk like something that might 
not have been cooked up locally: The lead 
legal dog in the case of Ken Martin v. The 
People He Doesn’t WantAllowed to Vote was 
Marc Elias, top lawyer for Hillary Clinton’s 
campaign. 

In a statement following the court’s deci¬ 
sion, Martin said his lawsuit was “about 
the rule of law.” Ah, yes. The sacrosanct 
Minnesota Statute 204.B44, with its strict 
rules on the naming of alternate electors. If 
we can no longer uphold 204.B44, whither 
the republic. 

Republican activist Jennifer De Journett 
says her side probably would’ve done the 
same thing just to cause a headache for the 
DEL, which speaks to why we love politi¬ 
cians so. But she’s pissed about her own 
party’s amateur hour. Will people see this 
bizarre episode as evidence of Republican 
incompetence? Or DEL subterfuge? 

“Frankly? Both,” De Journett says. “Min¬ 
nesotans wanna vote. And now Republicans 
can say, ‘There they go, taking away the 
right of people to vote.’” 

The DEL just handed Trump a cudgel to 
wield against Clinton that he didn’t deserve. 
He was making it up when he said if he lost 
the election, it’s because the fix was in. This 
lawsuit looks like the Democrats’ attempt 
to make that lie come true. 

Another Republican mentioned the “boo¬ 
merang potential,” and how this kind of 
politics-over-people tactic might play badly 
with rural Minnesotans, who already don’t 
trust Hillary. Those small-town folks are 
suspicious of large-scale politics, inclined 
to agree with Trump that somehow the 



whole system’s “rigged.” Wonder why 
they’d think that. 

Bernie Hesse, apolitical organizer with 
UFCW Local 1189, spent the past weekend 
rapping his sizable fist on the front doors of 
some of those very people, door-knocking 
for the DEL in Faribault. 

He didn’t waste any breath talking about 
alternate electors, instead asking what they 
care about. Not one of them mentioned 
Trump. 

“They’re talking about fundingfor educa¬ 
tion, and a little bit about funding roads,” 
Hesse says. “They want money for nursing 
homes.” 

Martin would do his party and its candi¬ 
dates a lot more good if he started listening 
to those people, and stopped taking calls 
from Hillary’s lawyer. 

With any luck, the public will soon forget 
this ugly little episode — and the state’s 
political class will never forget how rotten 
it smelled. 

Maybe now’s the time to remind people of 
the truly embarrassing mistake the Repub¬ 
licans made: putting Donald Trump on the 
ballot in the first place. 03

Nimbus 3.0 

With new digs, the Northeast theater 
plans to create a community

“It’s just a gorgeous 
space. I can’t wait to 
put some art in it.” 


A yellowfive-tongantry crane looms 
over one end of the big, bright 
space that’s soon to become the 
new home of Nimbus Theatre. 
The crane doesn’t work anymore, says 
Liz Neerland, one of the company’s two 
artistic directors. ‘Tt’s just going to be in 
the middle of the lobby and be fabulous.” 

The 7,000-square-foot space — a 1953 
addition to a 1923 building, originally a 


shipping center for a Westinghouse appli¬ 
ance factory and more recently a mattress- 
storage facility — has now been leased 
by Nimbus, a 15-year-old company that 
recently vacated its home of half a decade. 

Theatergoers who were disappointed 
when rising rents spurred the respected 
company to leave its location on Central 
Avenue Northeast (a space that now 
operates as Minnsky Theatre) will be 


gratified to learn that 
the new location at 2303 
Kennedy St. NE isn’t 
just a replacement: It’s 
an expansion that dra¬ 
matically increases the 
company’s capacity. 

“This building will not be called the 
Nimbus Theatre,” says Josh Cragun, the 
company’s other artistic director. The pre¬ 
vious venue was named after their orga¬ 
nization, which led to audience confusion 
about who actually produced each of the 
various shows staged there by different 
companies. Neerland and Cragun plan 
to announce the new space’s name soon, 
and launch a crowdfimding campaign to 
cover the cost of construction. 

For now, the new spot is just a big empty 
box, waiting to be transformed into what 
the company is thinking of as “Nimbus 3.0.” 

“It’s just a gorgeous space,” says Cragun. 
“I can’t wait to put some art in it.” Light 
streams in through the tall windows, giving 
the reclaimed room, with its whitewashed 
brick walls and 30-foot ceilings, the feel¬ 
ing of a post-industrial church. 

‘Whatever we use to cover the windows 


will be removable,” says Neerland. They’ll 
need to be able to create a blackout on 
demand, though, because the new loca¬ 
tion will contain not one but two theater 
spaces: a permanent proscenium stage 
and a flexible black-box space. 

Plans call for both stages to be able to 
function simultaneously. “I see us almost 
like the First Avenue of theater,” says Neer¬ 
land, “in that you’ve got the 7th St. Entry 
and the Mainroom. Sometimes the big 
guys play the little room to try out some¬ 
thing new, sometimes the small room is 
for somebody to step up toward getting 
to the Mainroom. Having things happen 
simultaneously means your audiences can 
discover each other.” 

The proscenium space, with fixed 
seating (“Nobody ever actually wants to 
move their seating risers, even if you can,” 
says Neerland), will allow for just over 
100 people. Capacity for 
the black box will hover 
around 50. A lobby will 
feature refreshments and 
a “hangout” area, with 
a patio where Cragun 
and Neerland envision 
audiences congregating 
after performances to talk 
about what they’ve seen. 

“We want to create a 
space that enables artists 
to create new work,” says 
Cragun, “and we think 
that could go beyond 
simply having a stage.” 
They’ve been asking 
local companies what 
resources they could 
use. “Do you want to 
host readings of work in 
progress? Do you want 
access to our shop? Is a 
shared property library 
something that might be 
helpful?” 

The company hopes 
to realize the first stage 
of that vision by early

about all 
of its the¬ 
ater seats, 
is Minne¬ 
apolis ready for even more? Absolutely, 
say Neerland and Cragun. 

“When you’re a small company that’s 
done one or two Fringe shows and you’re 
ready to produce something outside of the 
festival, but suddenly a venue costs $1,500 
a week to rent and you’re not ready to fill 
a hundred-seat house,” says Neerland, 
“there’s nothing out there for that size 
production.” 

Nimbus 3.0 will have the black-box space 
for those shows, as well as the larger space 
to meet the needs of more established 
companies whose options are also lim¬ 
ited — and might become even more so 
in the near future. 

“I’m not sure how long we’re going to 
have the Theatre Garage,” says Cragun, 
“because there’s development at play there. 
We lost the People’s Center. At the same 
time, the amount of independent theater in 
this town has started to blossom. Theater 
is growing in this town.” 

It was important to Nimbus to stay in 
Northeast, where a theater space can be 
part of an expanding cultural hub. The 
First Avenue analogy isn’t just about having 
two stages, it’s about setting an inviting 
atmosphere. Cragun and Neerland say 
they hope the new space can help people 
experience theater as routine, low-barrier 
entertainment. 

“We would like to provide an infra¬ 
structure for growing the community,” 
says Cragun, “for convincing people that 
theater is something they can do every 
week, not once every three months.” 03 


2017. In the meantime, the new 
location will open to audiences 
this fall with two successive 
productions designed for the 
space as it currently exists: an 
open warehouse room. Nimbus’ 
adaptation of the Finnish epic 
The Kalevala is scheduled for 
October, and Theatre Pro Rata 
will stage Henry V in the space 
the following month. 

Along with the likes of Walk¬ 
ing Shadow Theatre Company 
and New Epic Theater, Nimbus 
is one of a generation of midsized 
local companies birthed from 
the Minnesota Fringe Festival. 

Their inaugural production 
was a 2001 Fringe show called 
Third and Long, a collaboration 
between Cragun and writer 
Kevin Cochran. 

“The tag line was Tesus fight¬ 
ing Satan for a woman’s soul 
using standard NFL rules of play,”’ says 
Cragun, a Duluth native who had been liv¬ 
ing in Iowa since graduating from college 
in 1997. “Buddha and Mohammed played 
a round of golf through at one point. It 
was just a goofy Fringe show, and it was 
a lot of fun.” 

At that early point, Neerland hadn’t 
met Cragun yet, but as a recent college 
graduate she was active on the local theater 
scene, working with Theatre de la Jeune 
Lune, among other companies. She caught 
Cragun’s Fringe show, and soon the two 
had embarked on a partnership that was 
simultaneously professional and personal. 
They married in 2008. 

“It can be hard, as a married couple, to 
work together,” says Neerland, “but we 
don’t know how to function 
in any other way.” 

Over the first decade of 
Nimbus’ history, the com¬ 
pany built a reputation for 
top-notch shows, often 
produced at the Minne¬ 
apolis Theatre Garage, that 
bridged the gap between 
collaboratively created and convention¬ 
ally scripted theater. Among the signal 
productions of the company’s early years: 
Beautiful Things (2004), about a violent 
confrontation at a seaside resort; and the 
Oresteia (2007), the first in what became 
a series of adaptations. 

“What we’ve been working toward,” 
explains Cragun, “is, how do you create 
devised, ensemble, collaborative work with 
a playwright in the room?” He elaborates: 
“We say that actors are subject-matter 
experts in the creation of character. As 
a writer, if you listen to their take on the 


character, you can get a perspective you 
might not have had.” 

“It’s great to have a lot of voices in the 
room,” agrees Neerland. “Where a lot of 
collaborative work stumbles is that there 
isn’t actually a leader. Ultimately, you need 
a person whose job it is to make decisions.” 

By 2011, Nimbus was ready to grow, so 
they signed a lease at 1517 Central Ave. 
Having spent 10 years learning what 
itinerant companies need to success¬ 
fully stage shows in a space, they built 
a flexible theater that quickly became a 
popular rental spot. 

“We found ourselves in the position 
of having a community resource,” says 
Cragun, “and we really enjoyed the com¬ 
munity that was there.” 

‘We did not at all expect 
how important it would 
become to other people,” 
explains Neerland. “It 
meant a lot to us that we 
had friends that got mar¬ 
ried there, and we hosted 
memorial services there.” 
Cragun and Neerland 
were already mulling over an expansion 
when their lease ended and, with the 
Broadway-Central nexus having taken 
off as a destination neighborhood, their 
rent was set to increase significantly. Saying 
goodbye to Central, they started looking 
for a new, larger, home. 

As soon as they walked into the tantaliz¬ 
ing space on Kennedy, full of promise and 
character, they knew they’d found their 
next theater. “When we walked in here, 
we were just like, Wip,’” says Neerland. 
“This is it.”

The Art 
of Healing 

How Christopher Sorenson finds beauty 
painting pieces inspired by STDs, 
cancer, and other illnesses 

BY ERICA RIVERA 


T he body is a messenger, and 
Minnesota artist Christopher 
Sorenson has painted its mis¬ 
sives in a series of paintings 
called ‘"Dis-Ease.” They will be featured 
in an exhibition on pathology and heal¬ 
ing, tentatively titled “Itch,” opening on 
October 28 at City Wide Artists. 

Populated with skulls, sunflowers, and 
splashes of hot-pink paint, Sorenson’s art 
is pretty, but the muses are grim: psoriasis, 
malaria, gonorrhea, S 5 ^hilis, cancer, HIV/ 
AIDS, tuberculosis. 

A bod 5 rworker and masseuse by trade, 
the 33-year-old Sorenson first explored 
these diseases through his homeopathic 
training. Later, he researched 
Western medicine approaches 
to learn more about patho¬ 
gens and how they destroy 
the body. 

Homeopathy looks at one’s 
energetic susceptibility to dis¬ 
ease; if there is a weakness in 
the system, it’s an open door 
for illness. It’s a massive para¬ 
digm shift from the Western medicine 
approach, which seeks to find the cause 
and effect of a disease, then medicates 
the symptoms. 

For his painting series, Sorenson posted 
open calls via Facebook to encourage real- 
life sufferers of these diseases to speak to 
him about their experiences. Those con¬ 
versations played into the color choices, 
and how vibrant or gripping he wanted 
each piece to be. 

To further enrich his work, Sorenson

examined how doctors dealt with 
patients suffering from these diseases 
in the past, especially when religious 
codes of society were at their strictest. 
“Those things became devastating 
on a level that we don’t necessarily 
have to deal with today,” he says of 
the ailments. 

At the time homeopathy was 
founded by German doctor Samuel 
Hahnemann in the late 1700s, S 3 ^hilis 
was considered the deepest level of 
disease. “There was no way to cover it 
up,” Sorenson says. “That’s 
where the level of hope¬ 
lessness and despair really 
comes in.” 

If you con¬ 
tracted gon¬ 
orrhea, it was 
a sign you 
were probably 
unfaithful; and 
while it likely 
wouldn’t be 
fatal, it could 
make you sterile. As for 
AIDS? “It’s a kind of modern- 
day leprosy,” Sorenson says. 

“There’s this feeling after you know you 
have it of being untouchable.” 

Look over Sorenson’s past and it’s easy 
to see why health is at the forefront of 
his mind. 

“I never went to the doctor as a kid,” he 
says. “I was always treated with chiroprac¬ 
tic or acupuncture or herbal remedies.” 
So when he had a personal crisis in his

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20s, he didn’t have faith that Western 
medicine or even psychology could help 
him. He went to a homeopath instead. 
The first appointment was three hours 
long. ‘T felt completely seen on all levels: 
body, mind, soul. It was really compelling,” 
Sorenson says. 

The crisis was a long time coming. At 
age 17, while a student at White Bear Lake 
High School, he came out as gay. “My 
parents reacted really poorly to the situ¬ 
ation,” he says. “I went into therapy and 
went through a process where I effectively 
chose to suppress a big part of myself.” 

He married young, and his then-wife, 
Anna, gave birth to their daughter midway 
through his junior year in college. Two 
weeks later, Anna suffered a massive stroke. 
Sorenson found her, not breathing, in the 
bathroom. Doctors later explained that 
the left hemisphere of her brain — where 
language is located — was affected. Anna 
couldn’t speak, read, or write; she also lost 
coordination on the right side of her body. 
Sorenson says his parents were a “massive 
godsend” over the ensuing months, as he 
shuttled Anna to rehabilitation therapy 
and simultaneously took care of their 


newborn. 

By the time classes started up again in 
the fall, the couple were back in college. 
“She made what they were calling one of 
the most miraculous turnarounds that 
they had ever seen,” Sorenson says of 
Anna. They would later welcome a son 
into their family. 

On the surface, all appeared to be well, 
but internally, Sorenson was “teetering 
on the edge of going bananas.” One of the 
questions the homeopath raised was the 
amount of expression versus suppression 
in Sorenson’s life. “[I had] areally horrible 
realization that if I wanted to live fully, I 
would have to undo some things that I had 
done, and leave my marriage and not be a 
full-time father for my children,” he says. 

Sorenson came out as gay again, though 
he and Anna continued to cohabit and 
co-parent for four more years in their St. 
Peter home. Sorenson also started paint¬ 
ing during this time. “It wasn’t until the 
shit hit the fan that I was really compelled 
to set up a studio in my house and buy a 
whole bunch of paint and canvas,” he says. 

Sorenson’s early work consisted of 
dreamy, graphic blooms inspired by flower

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and, in hindsight, I realized that no one 
else would really understand,” he says. 

In 2012, Sorenson moved to Minneapolis 
and established a relationship with a man. 
After three years, that relationship ended, 
prompting soul-searching on Sorenson’s 
part to find out what led to its demise. He 
noticed a common thread in his behavior, 
be it with his ex-wife, his ex-boyfriend, 
or with his parents. “It was pretty clear 
that I have a tendency to want to keep the 
peace and make sure everyone’s happy, 
and I really give myself away,” he says. 
“I’m not speaking up for myself. I’m not 
saying what I think or what I need.” 

He again turned to art to process the 
pattern. Sketches turned into a series of 
canvas and leather cutout pieces featuring 
agape mouths adjacent to exclamation 
points. The “Chomp!” series was born. “I 
was tired of painting,” Sorenson says of 
the divergence from his previous work. 
“I wanted to do something pop-ish and 
graphic.” 

When Sorenson attended a Valentine’s 
Day event earlier this year at local home 
goods store Pharmacie, he couldn’t help 
but notice the venue’s substantial window 
space. He approached the owners and 
offered to turn “Chomp!” into a display for 
Pride. The rainbow-colored mouth instal¬ 
lation went up the day after the Orlando 
nightclub shooting in June. 

And that brings us back to “Dis-Ease,” 
which will be featured alongside work 
from supporting artists Llane Alexis, who 
specializes in textiles and is developing a 
series of healing voodoo dolls, and Jesse 
Nagamatsu, an MC AD grad who does fine 
graphite paintings. Kill Kancer has signed 
up to be a co-host of the opening with a

portion of the commission that City 
Wide Artists makes going toward 
fighting cancer. 

“I think this show is going to have 
a profound impact on the commu¬ 
nity, in addition to showing some 
new, interesting, beautiful art,” says 
Teqen Zea-Aida, curator at the gallery. 
“[Sorenson] takes those embodiments 
of, say, cancer or HIV, and shows 
graphically the pain, the anger, the 
suffering, the insecurity... and then 
he applies, through painting, the 
homeopathy, the natural remedies: 
energy, light, sound, plants. In the 
end, it is as if something that was 
ugly or terrifying has been made 
beautiful.” 

As for Sorenson’s body-mind-soul 
balance, it’s a work in progress. Anna, 
who is remarrying this month, has 
since moved to Duluth with the children, 
so Sorenson alternates weeks parenting 
and painting up north with time spent 
doing bodywork and massage at the Firm 
in Minneapolis. ‘We are both in such bet¬ 
ter places than before,” he says. “We both 
effectively started over and have new things 
going for ourselves.” 

Going forward, the artist has his eye 
on a new market: Chicago or New York, 
“places where loud, strong art is the norm,” 
he says. ‘What I have experienced is most 
people here, if they have money and they 
want to invest it in art, tend to lean con¬ 
servatively, so they’re looking for classi¬ 
cal work, landscapes, portraits. Massive 
paintings of skulls made out of flowers 
are not super high on the list.” 

Still, Zea-Aida, who has experienced 
Sorenson’s bodywork and considers it as 
intuitive as his art, is eagerly anticipating 
the exhibition: “Tm so excited about his 
work. I think it’s very timely.” He says 
he finds hope in the paintings, that they 
reassure us that “we can move past what¬ 
ever ails us. We can move past whatever 
is hurting us.” 

Sorenson echoes this sentiment. “I have 
a lot of respect for it,” he says of pain. “Pain 
brings us into our bodies and it brings us 
into living right here, right now. Not a lot 
else does it.” 

When things are good, we let ourselves 
be distracted; we daydream about the future 
or indulge nostalgia of the past. When 
things go wrong. Western medicine looks to 
suppress the discomfort. Sorenson cautions 
against that approach, and advises leaning 
into it instead. “Get into the ugly and the 
muck,” he says. ‘You have to do it, and you’ll 
be so much more alive because of it.”0a

Anthropocenic Midden Survey: Mississippi River 

WEISMAN ART MUSEUM 

A year ago, artist Sean Connaughty presented a pop-up show in south Minne¬ 
apolis featuring the fruits of a kind of archaeological excavation that took place 
in Lake Hiawatha. Connaughty and his friends had gathered trash bag after trash 
bag of the waste that had ended up in the lake as a result of litter being drained 
directly, without any mitigation. He presented his findings as an “anthropocenic 
midden survey,” a phrase used to describe studying a collection of ancient refuse 
to better understand that culture.

It’s not exactly standup. It’s not a reading, either. But David Sedaris tours better 
than most comedians and authors, hopping from theater to theater under the title 
of “humorist,” telling stories, critiquing society, and, well, being himself.

Talking Volumes: Colson Whitehead 

FITZGERALD THEATER 

In reacting to his new novel, The Underground Railroad, reviewers and readers 
have made much of Colson Whitehead’s magical transformation of that network 
of desperate people, hidden places, mythology, and metaphor. But the story of 
Cora, who begins her life as a slave on a cotton plantation and finds her way 
out by riding those rails, is so much more than that. It’s also much more than an 
education in atrocities. Whitehead’s miraculous book is history novelized, and 
based in hard, incontrovertible truths that continue to be writ on black bodies 
and psyches in the 21st century. Whitehead blurs time and space as he interlaces 
the systemic and violent colonization of not-white people by whites — from the 
abominations of slavery to the sterilization of black women to the unwitting par¬ 
ticipants of syphilis experiments — as Cora grows from child to woman. “Know 
your value and you know your place in the order,” Cora is repeatedly reminded. 
In one harrowing scene, she slips: “Before the slave part of her caught up with 
the human part of her,” she protects another child’s body with her own, and is 
not only beaten but further “peeled open the following sunrise.” Cora’s humanity, 
her worth, her smarts, and her tenacity make her a character of our political and 
cultural Zeitgeist, and Whitehead’s book a resonant meditation on U.S. history. 7 
p.m. $23-$50.10 E. Exchange St., St. Paul; 651-290-1200.

Fifty years ago, nerds delighted when NBC debuted Star Trek, jocks rallied behind 
the AFL-NFL merger, and the Beach Boys treated everyone to their magnum 
opus — Pet Sounds. At the time, the Cali sextet were already certified popstars, 
having given us 10 albums of beachy, harmonious bubblegum about girls, surf¬ 
ing, and school spirit. But Beach Boys mastermind Brian Wilson, then 24, was 
not satisfied. Inspired by 1965 Beatles LP Rubber Soul, he set out to make his 
grand artistic statement, one that would become one of rock ’n’ roll’s first-ever 
concept albums. During its recording, there was plenty of infighting; there were 
lyrical assists from ad jingle writer Tony Asher; there were ghost contributions 
from the ace session players known as the Wrecking Crew. The end result was 
a masterpiece — an aching, emotional portrait of Wilson set to an ambitiously 
arty psych-pop odyssey. It’s also one of the best uses of cloven animals on album 
covers (sorry, Paul McCartney). Former bandmates Al Jardine and Blondie Chap¬ 
lin will join Wilson at the Orpheum, where he’ll treat fans to Pet Sounds in its 
entirety “for a final time.’’

I S it premature to declare a film a cult 
classic while it’s still in theaters? 
Kubo and the Two Strings, a $60 mil¬ 
lion stop-motion gem unlikely to 
recoup that princely sum in theaters, 
seems destined for that fate. 

In an exceptionally poor summer 
stuffed to the gills with sequels and 
reboots, Kubo is a true original — the 
kind we complain there are too few of 
after seeing something like Minions. 

It was produced by Laika, the same 
studio responsible for the offbeat Coraline 
and The BoxtroUs. Travis Knight, the 
company’s lead animator and now a 
first-time director, proudly carries the 
outre torch that distinguished those 
earlier features. Our hero has one eye 
and one parent, his famed samurai of a 
father having long since passed away; his 
mother, struck by grief, is less present 
with each passing day. 


“If you must blink, do it now,” says 
Kubo (voiced by Art Parkinson) as the 
film opens. He’s speaking to a small 
crowd assembled to see his latest street 
performance, but 
his message feels 
intended for us 
as well. The little 
boy performs on 
a three-stringed 
samisen for 
awed onlookers, 
bringing origami 
to life as he tells 
a fable-like story 
involving a Sword 
Unbreakable and 
Shield Impenetrable. Like his own story, 
this one has a core of sadness that’s been 
made fantastical in order to be more 
palatable. 

The film being a sort of fairy tale 
itself, the sword and shield of Kubo’s 
fable will soon factor into his own story. 


So too will a talking monkey (Charlize 
Theron) and samurai beetle (Matthew 
McConaughey), who help young Kubo 
reclaim those storied artifacts in order 
to avenge his father. 

That’s a familiar 
enough setup, 
and one that the 
filmmakers make 
good on in a series 
of breathtaking 
sequences. The 
most striking sight 
is that of the Sisters, 
malevolent witches 
voiced by Rooney 
Mara and sporting 
expressionless Noh masks. One of them 
appears during a gorgeous sequence on 
a ship made of leaves, her blank visage a 
stark contrast to her frightful movements 
and tranquil surroundings. That’s often 
true of the film as a whole: Kubo’s most 
visually beautiful scenes tend to be the

most emotionally fraught. 

Most animated fare comes ready¬ 
made for Netflix — clearly the work 
of talented professionals, but not the 
kind of cinematic experience that 
demands to be seen on the big screen. 
(The kiddos, sophisticated though they 
sometimes are, tend not to care much 
about cinematography and mise en scene.) 

Kubo is the rare exception. This is a 
genuine widescreen marvel in which 
every beautiful frame deserves to be 
pored over. It’s fitting that a film all 
about the intermingling between this 
world and the next is certain to have a 
rewarding afterlife once it’s departed 
theaters. Still, wouldn’t you rather see 
Kubo and the Two Strings as it’s meant 
to be seen? 03

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TOO MUCH TIME 

Mu’s nonlinear story hinders character development

T he program for The Two Kids That 
Blow Shit Up comes with a guide 
to the characters’ ages in each 
of the 14 different scenes: 38,9, 
24,15, 28, and so on. It would also have 
been useful for Mu Performing Arts to have 
included a scorecard, so we could keep track 
of all the good and the bad things Di and 
Max do to, for, and with each other over 
the course of the play’s 29-year time span. 

While the fractured timeline keeps things 
hopping throughout Carla Ching’s new 
play, it makes it hard for us to really get to 
know these characters. The scenes aver¬ 
age only five or six minutes apiece, which 
means that by the time Ching establishes 
the setting for each and delivers a dose of 
exposition, if s time to whisk everyone back 
into the time machine. 

As an audience member, you start to feel a 
little like Kurt Vonneguf s George Bergeron, 
whose society handicaps his intelligence 
by sounding a loud noise in his ears every 
time he starts to have a complex thought. 
If s unfortunate, because Ching has created 
two S3mipathetic characters you’d like to 
understand better. 

In director Randy Reyes’ production, 
they re charmingly embodied by Sun Mee 
Chomet (Di) and Sherwin Resurreccion 
(Max). The two actors have a warm rapport 
that easily slides back and forth between 
friendship and romance, as the characters’ 
relationship evolves over the decades. 

Chronologically, we first meet Max and 
Di at age nine, playing together while their 
parents canoodle. They’re not siblings.

though, and their parents aren’t married 
— at least, not to each other. Their parents’ 
relationship continues on and off for years, 
as the children’s does in tandem. 

Set designer Sarah Brandner has filled 
the Rarig Center’s arena stage with piles of 
cardboard boxes. They alternately serve as 
bars, snowbanks, restaurant tables, and, yes, 
cardboard boxes, as we ricochet through 
the years. We learn about Di’s bursts of 
artistic creativity, and Max’s gambling 
problem. We hear about the characters’ 
romantic relationships with others, which 
are so much less salient than the bond they 
share together that at one point Max gives 
Di a passionate kiss by way of sending her 
down the aisle to wed another man. 

There’s a lot of territory to explore here, 
but the play’s structure makes it impos¬ 
sible to peg these two. Is Max an anxious 
introvert, or a confident extrovert? Is Di 
an impetuous free spirit, or the rock who 
supports her friend both emotionally and 
financially? The answers, it seems, are yes, 
yes, yes, and yes: Di and Max, like all of us, 
are different people at different times. The 
lack of consistency, though, makes it hard 
to settle in and relate to these characters. 

The unseen parents have given these Kzds 
That Blow Shit Up a bumpy ride through 
life, and the kids turn right around and do 
the same to the audience. There’s a certain 
poetry to that. 03

Duluth’s Gaelynn Lea goes into Festival Palomino on the buzz of winning NPR’s Tiny Desk Contest

T he raw emotions within Gaelynn 
Lea’s music reveal themselves 
slowly. But once those fragile 
sentiments take hold of you, it’s 
difficult to shake their haunting charms. 

Back in March, the Duluth singer- 
songwriter/violinist expanded her appeal 
well beyond her North Country roots by 
winning NPR’s Tiny Desk Contest, a music 
video competition that earned Lea new 
fans throughout the world. 

“I wasn’t really expecting to win, 
obviously,” Lea says of the contest, which 
saw her best more than 6,000 entrants. 
“Just being able to do stuff on a bigger scale 
than before — like traveling farther away, 
and pla 3 dngmore shows. People have been 
really positive and supportive. It’s been a 
fun year. I’m just trying not to have a lot of 
expectations of what is going to happen 
next.” 

She immediately followed her victory 
with a 10-date Tiny Desk tour of the US. 
In July, she performed with her Murder 
of Crows bandmate Alan Sparhawk (Low, 
Retribution Gospel Choir) at the Kennedy 
Center in Washington, DC., to mark the 
26th anniversary of the Americans with 
Disabilities Act. Theyll join forces Saturday 
at Hall’s Island in Minneapolis for another 
high-profile event: Festival Palomino. Lea’s 
capitalizing on that added attention by 
releasing a brand-new EP, The Songs We 
SingAlongthe Way, anenthrallingfollow-up 
to her 2015 debut solo album. A// the Roads 
That Lead Us Home. 

Her new EP—which includes a stunning 
studio version of the Tiny Desk Contest¬ 
winning track “Someday We’ll Linger in 
the Sun” — is imbued with the wistful 
melancholy of classic Irish folk songs, given 
a modem twist via her looping violin strains. 
That layered effect creates a hypnotic, 
elegiac tone that blends perfectly with her 
plaintive vocals and introspective lyrics. But 
shrouded within the darker edges of her 
somber material is aboundless sense of hope. 
You walk away uplifted and encouraged, 
especially when you witness Lea perform 
her songs live. 

Lea, 32, has a congenital disability called 
Osteogenesis Imperfecta (or “brittle bones 


disease”), and she plays her violin like a 
cello from her wheelchair. The strength and 
spirit that emanates each time she plays live 
is an inspiration, a feeling not lost on Tiny 
Desk Concert judges like Dan Auerbach 
and Lucius. Lea is using her newfound 
musical notoriety to advocate for people 
with disabilities. 

“I don’t think people talk about disability 
issues very often,” she explains. “And 
when they do, a lot of times the language 
is negative. It’s important to me, because 
going out on tour, and living in a van and 
driving ever 5 rwhere — that is not a very 
common thing for people with disabilities 
because the accessibility is so poor. I want 
it to be more normal, so people can go out 
and pursue these dreams that they have. 
And part of that is just society including 
these things more, and not having it be an 
anomaly. Things that are a stmggle for me, 
more than an 5 Thing, is access and people’s 
attitudes or misconceptions, and I’m tr 5 dng 
to do my part to change that.” 


Lea’s also pouring herself into new 
music. The recent EP came together rather 
spontaneously, the result of a generous offer 
of free studio time from Zach Hollander at 
the Pearl Recording Studio in Minneapolis. 
The day before Lea was set to record, she 
had a show at the 331 Club, and invited 
her old Duluth East High School friend, 
Al Church, to play a few songs with her. 
The performance went so well that she 
asked Church to record with her, turning 
a planned single-song recording session 
(for “Watch the World Unfold”) into a 
six-song EP. 

“We ended up connecting a lot on a 
musical level,” Lea explains. “It’s been a 
nice discovery, and he’s been a really cool, 
new part of this chapter, too.” 

Says Church, “I have always admired 
her musical abilities and spirit. It was really 
great to bounce ideas back and forth, and 
she has a very collaborative spirit. She is 
so quick to get things right.” 

In addition to her solo work. Lea has 


kept working with Sparhawk on Murder of 
Crows, their atmospheric, improvisational 
project that formed in 2011. The group’s 
initial performance was to provide a live 
soundtrack to Lon Chaney’s 1920 gangster 
classic. The Penalty. Lea and Sparhawk have 
since formed a musical bond as well as a 
genuine fiiendship. In 2012, the duo released 
an EP calledlmper^ctu, and Sparhawk was 
right there when Lea recorded her Tiny 
Desk Concert at NPR HQ in Washington, 
D.C., following her win. The gorgeous, 
23-minute performance has been viewed 
almost 700,000 times. 

Sparhawk helped Lea master the looping 
pedal with her violin, which has become an 
essential part of her playing and songwriting. 
Lea, in turn, reminded Sparhawk of how 
awesome it is to be able to simply play 
music, a perspective that can sometimes 
get clouded, the indie-rock veteran admits. 

“A lot of our music, especially the 
instrumental stuff, is based on a very loose 
structure,” Sparhawk says. “We have this

melody, and some chords, but from there 
it can go an 3 rwhere. Playing with her — 
and facing that process — is the most 
intensive time that I’ve ever had. A lot 
of times, what we’re doing is taking two 
things that are seemingly random and 
smashing them together, and seeing if 
something beautiful happens. If an 5 Thing, 
I’ve gained more faith in that — and music 
in general — because of her.” 

Murder of Crows will showcase their 
intimate, experimental work on the big 
stage at Festival Palomino. They hope 
to transfix the large outdoor audience, 
just as they have so many club crowds 
around Minneapolis and Duluth (“You

bring what you got!” Sparhawk says of 
how they will approach the festival set). 
Lea, who also works as a violin teacher 
and public speaker, will then continue 
on a full-scale solo tour through the end 
of October. She says she relishes how 
busy she’s become, though she’s keeping 
grounded. 

“For me, music is a pretty spiritual thing, 
so I try not to take too much credit for it,” 
Lea says. “It’s all part of something that 
is bigger than me — how a song touches 
somebody, or how a performance moves 
someone, it’s not really in my control. It’s a 
different experience to be reaching people 
that you didn’t actually know before.” 03

A sister trio of Yemenite Jewish heritage from southern Israel, A-Wa combine the 
beguiling, roots-based vocal harmonies of Tair, Tagel, and Liron Haim with incisive 
electronic dance beats underscored by traces of R&B, hip-hop, rock, jazz, and reggae.

“I got into porn because I started 
dating her,” said Small Hands, porn star, 
filmmaker, and composer. “She really put 
alt-porn on the map — she was the first 
girl with tattoos to appear on the cover of 
Hustler magazine.” (Alt-porn has nothing 
to do with “alt-right.” The alt-right is about 
racism, anti-Semitism, and orange fascists 
— and alt-porn is about tattoos, piercings, 
and sexy fuckers.) 

Regardless of whose ass it is, SAMPLE, 
you want to see less girl ass and more 
Small Hands face. Could he make that 
happen for you? 

“Plenty of performers have clips-for- 
sale stores on their websites, and some 
make custom video clips for fans,” Small 
Hands said. “But I can’t provide special 
clips for this fan — as much as I would 
love to — because running our company 
and editing the films and composing music 
for them doesn’t leave us much time for 
an 5 Thing else.” 

If you want to watch porn that focuses 
more on guys. Small Hands recommends 
“porn for women” or “porn for couples.” 

“I strongly dislike these terms,” said 
Small Hands, “as I feel they are outdated, 
sexist, and stereotypical. Any pornographic 
film that a woman finds arousing or 
entertaining is ‘porn for women.’ But these 
films do tend to give the guys a little more 
screen time. Also, there’s always gay porn.” 

While we’re on the subject of porn: If 
you look at Small Hands’ Twitter account 
— or those of other porn performers — 
you’ll notice that most have “NO ON 60” 
as their avatar. Proposition 60 is a ballot 
measure in California that is ostensibly 
about protecting porn performers by 
requiring them to use condoms and

mandates penalties for companies and 
performers that don’t. 

“It’s really meant to drive the porn 
industry out of California under the guise 
of performer safety,” said Small Hands. 

The San Francisco Chronicle urged its 
readers to vote no on 60 in an editorial 
published recently. 

“The initiative, however well intended, 
does not fully reflect the realities of the 
industry,” the editors wrote, citing industry- 
standard STI screenings, the growing 
number of people who self-produce porn, 
and the emergence of drugregimens (PrEP) 
that provide more protection against HIV 
infection than condoms. But the biggest 
problem with Proposition 60 is how it 
could endanger porn performers. 

“The measure gives private parties 
the right to sue a porn producer if state 
health officials don’t take action, a proviso 
that invites legal bounty hunting,” the SF 
Chronicle continues. “Also performers, 
who often use screen names, could have 
their identities and addresses made public, 
a feature that invades privacy.” 

If you live in California, please vote no 
on 60. And please encourage your friends 
and relatives living in California to vote 
no on 60. 

Before I let Small Hands get off the 
phone, I had to ask him about his nom 
de porn. 

“I have tiny hands for a grown-ass man,” 
said Small Hands, “and Joanna makes fun 
of me for it. I wrote it down on the forms 
when I made my first films. It’s kind of 
a dumb name, but you won’t forget it.” 

Any advice for any, say, orange fascists 
out there who might be insecure about 
having tiny hands? 

“Never be ashamed about having 
smaller-than-average hands,” said Small 
Hands. “He should own it. And perspective 
is your friend, Donald. Put those tiny hands 
down next to your dick, and your dick is 
going to look bigger!”
